case of Packard, the earnings shown 
are for the nine months ended May 
31, 1929, and in the cases of Nash 
and Auburn, the net profit is for 
the six months ended May 31, the 
calendar years of these companies 

not conforming to the calendar. 
Packard this year is changing its 
fiscal year to conform to the cal-| 
endar. 

Of the eleven companies, six re- 
ported increased earnings for the 
first half of the year, while five 
sustained declines. Those to reg- 
ister increased profits were Au- 
burn, Chrysler, Hudson, Nash, 
Packard and Studebaker, while 
General Motors, Graham-Paige, 
Hupp, Reo and Willys-Overland 
were unable te equal their last 
year’s figures. 

In the case of Chrysler’s gain 
from $11,000,000 to $18,000,000, much

On the first day of the 
tests nearly 10 per cent. of all cars 
inspected had inadequate brakes, 
while the ratio dropped steadily 
until the last day, when less than 1 
per cent. were. found to be out of 
adjustment or repair.
